ling in this State to charge for the— 
transportation of any freight of any 
description over its road, a greater 
amount as toll or compensatiou than | 
shall at the same time be charged by 
it for the transportation of an equal 
quantity of the sameclass of freight | 
transported in the same direction 
over any portion of the same railroad 
of equal distance, and any railroad 
company violating this section shall 
forfeit, and pay the sum of two, hun- 
dred dollars for each and evefy  of- 
fence to any person sueing. for the 
SECTION 2.

A Private letter from a promi- 
nent citizen of Connecticut thus al- 
ludes to the result of the Democra- 
tic victorv in the State: 


We all feel quite happy oyer the re- 
sults of last Tuesday’s election. It 


-means, as far as Connecticut is con- 


cerned, peace, good will, reform in 
politics and local self goverment, 


Good for Conneticut. From Ohio 
also the news comes cheeringly of 
the municipal elections., And now, 
we wait hopefully for the thunder- 
ing response which the latter prom- 
ises to make at her State election, 
to Conneticut and the country gen- 
erally, in the autumn. 

The spelling mania has’ reached 
Richmond, Va, and the Whig com- 
plains that everybody has suddenly 
fallen into the rather disagrecale 
way of poking hard words at every- 
body else. Tie Whig cannot see 
that any harm can come from if, 
while at the same time it cannot an- 
ticipate any very remarkable results 
from this sudden  orthographie 
paroxysm, which will no doubt soon 
wear itself out. Spelling isan im- 
portant part of education, but the 
best spellers are no means the most 
sensible and well-informed people. 
It is one of those accomplishments 
which every writer must possess if 
he would avoid ridicule. He may 
write excellent sense and show a 
thorough acquaintance with his 
subject, but if he habitually spells 
badly he will become an object of 
ridicule. Good spelling merely will 
make no man a Sotomon, but bad 
spelling will subject him to univer- 
sal raillery, particularly at this pres- 
ent period when all the virtues are 
summoned up in two words—cor- 
rect spelling. As ‘‘a shockiig bad 
hat,” or unsightly boot, will spoil 
the appearence of a man otherwise 
perfectly ell dressed, so will bad 
spelling mar any composition, how- 
ever excellent in other respects. 


ONCE MORE TO THE BREACH. 
The North Carolina Railroad has 
been, not inaptly termed the “back 
bone” in our system of railway im- 
provements, with aseries of rail- 
roads siuce incorporated, whose 
several charters require the gauge 
of each to conform strictly to that. of 
the former, forming the ribs of the 
artificial body, articulating and join- 
ing atthe vertebral. The following 
roads have been incorporated with 
such provisions: ‘The Atlantic & 
North Carolina Railroad, Western 
North Carolina Railroad, Piedmont 
Railroad, Dan River Coal Fields 
Railroad—this road was to be froma 
point, near the Virginia line, near 
Danville, to the Coal Fields, and 
afterwards the charter was amended 
so as to extend it to Germanton and 
thence to some point on the Wes- 
tern North Carolina Railroad at or 
near Statesville, provided the gauge 
shall be same as that of the North 
Carolina Railroad, 4 feet 8} inches— 
Carolina Central Railroad, Eastern 
& Western Railroad, Yadkin & Dan 
River Railroad, Greenville & French 
Broad Railroad, Atlantic, Tennessee 
& Ohio Railroad, Chatham Railroad, 
Fayetteville & Western Railroad. 
In the charters of each of these 
railroads it is expressly stated, we 
repeat, that the gauge shall be the 
same asthe North Carolina Rail- 
road, 4 feet 84 inches. Neverthe- 
less Judge Settle and Judge Reade 
have the ass urance to say the change 
of the North Carolina Railroad to 
5 feet is not against North Carolina 
policy. Judge Pearson in the ex- 
tracts from his letter, evades the 
“ policy” point made by Settle.— 
Now while we do not wish to be 
too importunate, we must beg again 
the Greensboro Patriot to let us 
have all of Judge Pearson’s lettey 
on the gauge question as well as the 
dissenting opinion he prepared and 
which it is reported and believed he 
read to one of the assistant Justices 
of the Court. Doubtless the latter pa- 
per is able and would be convincing 
on the subject in dispute. : 
But to the breach. If there is 
no express provision in the charter 
of the North Carolina Railroad, di- 
rectory or restrictive in regard to 
its gauge, and if in this respect the 
corporation was free to adopt such 


as was deemed conducive to its and | 


the public interest, the election was 


voluntary and a gauge adopted 
which has been in continuous use 
for aperiod of more than twenty 
years—an interval legally sufficient 
to raise a presumption of rights ac- 
quired or abandoned (in the ab- 
sence of Statutory interferences) 
and no longer open to resumption. 
However, did not the clause or pro- 
vision in the charter of the North 
Carolina Railroad compelling its 
connection with the Wilmington & 
Weldon Railroad, at, or near where 
the same passes over Neuse river 
in the county of Wayne, fix the 
gauge 4 feet 84 inches. What does 


Gen. Gwynn, the Chief Engineer , 


of the North Carolina Railroad say 
on this subject? Listen, “The char-- 
ter requires that the Railroad shall 
connect with the Wilmington and 
Raleigh Railroad (since changed to 
Wilmington & Weldon) where the 
same passes over the Neuse.” | 
Again, “ This division unites the 
North Carolina Railroad with the 
Wilmington & Raleigh ailroad, 
thus forming a continuous line from 
the Seaboard through the heart of 
the State and reducing to realiza- 
tion the long deferred hopes of the 
advocates of a Central Railroad.” 
Further, “ There is the enterprising 
and flourishing town of Wilmington 
which may be regarded as the Eas- 
tern terminus of the road.” Still 
further, “ But, if we were permit- 
ted to look abyoad, we could with 
quite as much plausibility of argu- 
ment as we see used every day, 
in connection with other schemes, 
place this one also in communica- 
tion with Memphis which seems to be 
regarded by many as a point on the 
great highway to the Pacifie, and 
we could then without any very 
great stretch of the imaginaticn, 
extend these roads to Beau.ort, and 
fancy her safe and secure harbor 
crowded with shipping from all 
parts of the world. Such speculations 
would probably not be considered 
rational though far within the } 
bounds of the visions which fil 
the mind of the projectors 
of Railroads possessing noth- 
ing like the probabilities of 
accomplishment as would seem to 
attend the very reasonable project 
of extending the North Carolina 
Road into Tennessee and down to 
Beaufort.” And still further, “and 
why should not North Carolina ac- 
complish this enterprise? I believe 
she will ;she has already authorized 
surveys to ascertain the cost of ex- 
tending the road over the mountains 
and granted a charter for a railroad 
to Newbern.” Again, ‘ihe greatest 
benefit will be conferred on the 
ereatest number. In fact all will be 
benefitted, for the North Carolina 
Railroad is pot a mere line of rail- 
road accommodating a single line of 
travel and operating on @ narrow 
section of the State; there is scarcely 
any portion of or any interest in the 
State that is not benefitted by this 
work. It traverses nearly the whole 
leneth of of the State. It is the 
Central Railroad projected by the 
old and ardent friends of internal 
improvement, crossing the channcls 
of some of the principal water 
courses, bringing their water falls 
and manufactories into the ac- 
tual vicinity of the seaboard. It 
would be difficult to plan a work so 
properly, so obviously and so essen- 
tially a State work. The people 
themselves have made itso by their 
wide-spread aud unprecedented in- 
dividual subscription of a million of 
dollars, and by their endorsement 
of the co-partnership of the State 
from one end of it to the other, in 


her subscription of two million | 


more.” again, short, tLe 
effect of a judicious system of in- 
ternal improvement is to unitea 
State as it were in one great com- 
munity, with all their wants,demands 
and supplies brought to view, stim- 
ulating enterprise and industry in 
all the arts and various pursuits of 
man. And last, though not on this 
account the least of the important 
benefits of the North Carolina Rail- 


road, is the effect it will have to 


withdraw the inducement to emi- 
gration which every year deprives 
the State of a portion of her most 
vigorous, enterprising and intelli- 
gent population.” | 

These are the words and opinions 


of one of the most distingaished, 
intelligent and experienced Civil 
Engineers ef his time, presented in
